STATE HELP ASKED FOR 
SURVIVORS

GORESBRIDGE, Tuesday. 


The inquest into the death of the victims 


of the recent bomb explosion at Kncckroe— 
Brigid Shannon, Mary Ellen Shannon and 
Kathleen Shannon—was concluded at Rath- 
anna to-day by Dr. L. Doyle, Co. Carlow 
Coroner. 

Henry Ward stated that he was m his 
house, about forty yards from the Shannons’ 
home at Knockroe, at about 6.45 on the 
morning of January 2 when he heard an 
aeroplane, which seemed to be travelling from 
the North. It passed over his house in the 
direction of Shannons. Witness saw a light 
. by the window and he looked out. 
Just at that moment, he heard an explosion. 
He also lights on the Blackstairs Mountains. 

Superintendent Chambers, on behalf of the 
Civic Guard, said that this was all the evi- 
dence the State proposed to offer. 

‘In view of this the Coroner suggested that 
the jury find in accordance with the medical 
evidence, and bring in a verdict as to the 
cause of death only. le had seen that local 
people were collecting to convert a cow-house 
into a residence for the Shannons, whose 
home had been wrecked. He did not think 


this was good enough for the victims of this 
appalling tragedy. It was the duty of the 
Government of the country to provide a house. 


A juryman said that the cow-house arrange- 


ment was only temporary. 


The Coroner—The red tape should be swept 


aside, and there should be no delay of mont 
before the Shannons homestead is recon- 
structed. The Red Cross funds, he said, were 
not applicable. Knowing the State so well, 
he was sure that they would fully consider 
any suggestion the jury might make. 


The jury found that Kathleen an.! Mary 


Ellen Shannon died from asphyxia by being 
trapped in a house demolis hy a bomb 
dropped by an unkflown aeroplane, and that 
Brigid Shannon died from multiple fractures 
of the skull and laceration of the brain, due 
to the explosion of the bomb. They added a 
rider recommending a public subscription to 
provide a temporary home for the survivors 
of the explosion, and considered it an urgent 
matter for the State to provide homes in this 
and similar cases. 


Superintendent Chambers thanked ali those 


who had taken part in the rescue work at 
the time of the explosion.

President 
Roosevelt's speech to Congress has 
enjoyed a varying yeception in the various 
countries. Italy, as represented by the 
Popolo di Roma, accuses him of hypocrisy, 
while the German radio seeks to minimise. 
the importance of his promise of help for 
Great Britain. There is said to be some 
disappointment in London at the Presi- 
dent’s failure to enumerate the aeroplanes 


send, or to appoint a time-limit for their 
despatch. Yet the promise is clear 
enough. The United States will send all 
possible help, and, if the President's 
speech means anything, that help will be 
forthcoming in the shortest possible time. 
Judged by the comments of representative 
newspapers, the bulk of Americans stand 
foursquare behind their President and his 
policy. Isolationism is a waning force. 
Several journals, which not very long ago 
displayed uncompromising hostility to any 
proposal for active assistance to Britain. 
on the ground that their own country 
would be landed into war, have modified 
their attitude to the extent that. while 
remaining technically isolationist, they 
regard it as a duty to support the Presi- 
dent. An estimate which we print this 
morning predicts that his plans, whatever 
they may be, will pass the House of 
Representatives “by an overwhelming 
majority,” while the isolationist vote 
in the Senate will not number more than 
thirty out of a total of ninety-six. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, after all, is not a dictator, 
but a popularly elected head of a Govern- 
ment. . There will be Congressional 
elections within some months, and, if a 
majority of his supporters is not returned 
to power, he will have a thoroughly un- 
comfortable—if not an intolerable—four 
years of office He hardly would tempt 
fate with a programme of whole-hearted 
help for England and hostility to the Axis 
if he were not certain beyond all shadow 
of doubt that the people were behind him. 
His proposal will arouse bitter opposition 
in both Houses of Congress, but it will pass; 
and the rest will depend upon two 
factors —the ability of the American 
armaments manufacturers to produce the 
goods, and the ability of President Roose- 
velt’s Government to co-ordinate the manu- 
facturers’ efforts. Already he has 
established a supreme directorate, 
whose task will be the hastening of the 
arms programme ; and, in his own phrase, 
the orders of those belligerents whom the 
United States intends to help—principally 
Great Britain, but also Greece and 
China—will b fitted into America’s 
own programme. The difficulty in regard 
to cash has been met; there can be little 
doubt that the other condition of the 
famous cash and carry system will be 
met in some equally, simple manner: if 


Britain, there seems to be no reason why 
ships for their transport should not be 
lent in similar fashion. There seems to 
be no reason, for that matter, why Great 
Britain should not be supplied’ with arms 
from the existing stocks in the United 
States if the Government deems that the 
process of manufacture would take too 
long. The President's promise was com- 
prehensive enough to embrace virtually al) 
possible forms of help. He has travelled 
far, indeed, from the days when, though 
réady and willing to assist the democratic 
Allies, he devised protective legislation to 
furnish an appearance of impartiality. 
President Roosevelt has declared his hand, 
and is prepared to abide by the con- 
sequences.

70.000 PRISONERS -

FOR VALOUR 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Stin.— The other day two »f our soldiers 
performed a delicate and dangerous operation 
prior to the explosion of two magnetic mines. 
A short time ago another soldier sacrificed 
his life in an effort to save the occupants of 
a car which fell into the canal. Both exploits 
were reported in the. Press, and will, unfor- 
me soon be forgotten by the general 
public. 
Are we as a nation becoming dull, selfish, 
self-centred and unimaginative; or is it that 
we have no way in which to demonstrate our 
pride and gratitude for deeds of valour by 
our soldiers and citizens? 
I would like to see those two surviving 
soldiers and the nearest relative of the dead 
hero summoned to the yard of Dublin Castle 
and there publicly honoured by Mr. de 
Valera to the roll of our Army’s drums and 
the cheers of as many citizens of Dublin as

“They are trying to render a bad service 
to the nation by putting up prices,” said Lord 
Woolton. ‘‘ They are taking their rake-off 
of profit and have rendered no service at 
all to the country. They will find that they 
have their fingers well burned as a result of 
this stabilisation order.“ 


THE ADDITIONAL FOODS 


The additional foods which it will be an 
offence to sell at a price higher than he 
charged on December 2, 1940, are :—Coffee

_In view of what is known as to the fela- 
tive nufritional value of wholemeal and white 
bread, At is deplorable that the former should 
be referred to by a * representative as

MAJOR-GENERAL EAMON 
O’CARROLL 

Major-General Eamon O'Carroll, who was 
Quartermaster-General of the Defence Forces 
until October last, died yesterday at his 
residence, Ely Lodge, Ashford, Co: Wicklow. 
He was promoted to the rank of Major-General 
on October 10 last, and he retired on October 
18, 1940. 

Major-General O'Carroll was born at 
Meenahinsh, Killygordon, Co. Donegal, and 
had been a national school teacher. He served 
with the I.R.A. in the pre-truce ag He 
was Adjutant of the Monaghan rigade, 


Masor-Generat O’CarRo.t, 


under General Dan Hogan, was subsequently 
promoted Divisional Commander, and was in 
command of -the troops in Dundalk under the 
Provisional Government. His outstanding 
qualities as a soldier-administrator were 
recognised in the ar Army, in which he 
held many high appointments. He was second 
in command, Eastern Command, and rose to 
one of the highest appointments, becoming 
Quartermaster-General m 1929. He held the 
appointment almost continuously since that 
date, and in that capacity was a member of 
the Defence Council. Major-General O’Car- 
roll’s work marked an important phase in 
the evolution of the modern army. His 
energy and his independence wf judgment 
enabled him to achieve many improvements 
in the methods of quartering and supplies. 
He did much to make the hitherto unattrac- 
tive barracks and camps into happy homes for 
the rank and file—good work which will be 
remembered, especially by the private soldier, 
whose welfare was always foremost in his 
thoughts. 


MR. JOHN J. MACKAY 

Mr. John J. Mackay, whose death has 
occurred at Dunmore East, County Water- 
ford, was well known in Ireland through 
his encouragement of afforestation. Up co 
twenty-seven years ago he practised as a 
solicitor in Carlow, in partnership with Mr. 
M. J. Cennolly, K.C. He fought in the 
last war, and his life afterwards was devoted 
to travel and writing. Always interested in 
afforestation, he spent the greater part of 
his latter years in making known the 
potentialities of this country for the produc- 
tion of timber. To that end he gave many 
lectures and broadcasts, and forestry also 
was the theme of a number of books from 
his pen. Of these, Trodden Gold is, 
ri the best known; but The Rape of 
reland, which was issued about a month 
ago, also met with wide acceptance. He 
was the author of a bock of essays entitled 
In Quest of Happiness, and «f a work in 
which he descgibed a tour through Waterford 
and Tipperary. His lectures on forestry to 
such associations as Muintir-na-Tire were 
also considered important contributions to 
the campaign for afforestation. 

Mrs. Mackay, who survives him, has 
written extensively on nature topics. One 
of his ons is attached to the British Colonial 
Office in Africa. Another son was killed in 
the last war. 


MR. ALAN E. SKUCE 

Mr. Alan E. Skuce, a former manager of 
the National Bank in Dundalk, and one of 
the town’s best-known residents. died on 
Monday night last, in his eightieth year. 
He had served in the National Bank for 48 
years, 45 of the 48 years’ service being in 
Dundalk.
